Y engineers use technology 
to aid manufacturing process

Advancements in the computer- 


aided engineering laboratory of the, 


Mechanical Engineering depart- 
ment at BYU could save millions of 
dollars, speed design and manufac- 
turing processes, and increase har- 
mony between form and function 
among engineers, a BYU assistant 
professor said. 

Jordan Cox, of the Mechanical 
Engineering department, said the 
three major projects in the lab 
involve reverse engineering tech- 


nology, five-axis milling and the | 


refinement of a computer program 
that links design with mathemati- 
cal testing. 

Cox said these projects have 
potential for widespread applica- 
tions and will help engineers “bet- 
ter understand the relationship 
between a geometric model and the 
actual use of a product.” 

Students in the lab are using a 
three-dimensional scanner to gen- 
erate computer images consisting 
of several thousand points of refer- 
ence. 


Paul Griffiths, a graduate student 
in mechanical engineering, said the 
conventional method of creating 
three-dimensional computer 
images requires a painstaking 
process of entering, by hand, the 
location of individual points upon 
the surface of an object. 

Tens of thousands of such entries 
are required to represent a large 
object such as a human form or an 
automobile. The scanner method 
used at the lab can record all of 
these points in a matter of a few 
seconds. 

This information can then be fed 
to an automated milling machine 
that will cut an identical form out 
of materials such as wood or plas- 
tic. 

Cox said the technology has appli- 
cations in both biosystems and 
mechanical systems. The process 
has already been used to make 
accurate custom shoe inserts. 

“With this process, we can scan 
all kinds of human shapes for mak- 
ing accurate artificial limbs,” Cox 
said. “Or we could scan a person’s 
head to shape a bicycle helmet to 
fit perfectly. A plastic surgeon 


could scan in a person’s features 
and then manipulate them on the 
screén so patients could visualize 


what they might look like after _ 


surgery.” 

Cox said the system could also be 
used to create a computer image of 
a machine part when the original 
casting of that part has been 
destroyed or is unavailable. 

He gives the example of a fighter 
jet that breaks its landing gear 
while on an aircraft carrier out at 
sea. Currently, the Navy would 
have to have an identical part in 
stock or order it from land. 

With the scanning process, engi- 
neers on board the ship could sim- 
ply scan an identical part from 
another aircraft and use the com- 
puter model to cast a new one. 

Cox said museums could use the 
system to make three-dimensional 
computer records of rare artifacts 
or works of art. 

Griffiths said the National 
Institute of Standards and 
Technology has agreed to allow 
BYU to attach a scanner the stu- 
dents are building to a _ sophisticat -

Female students at BYU have 
doubled their graduation rate dur- 
ing the time the last group of stu- 
dents was monitored between 1976 
and 1984, according to the report. 

The University’s near-term goal is 
for 65 percent of both men and 
women to graduate, Harker said. 

At the University of Utah, gradu- 
ation rates are at 29 percent for 
men and 38 percent for women. 
The U of U cites its urban campus, 
high population of part-time and 
employed students, as well as the 
fact that the enrollment policy was 
open until recently, as factors of 
the low graduation rate.

At BYU just 53 percent of male 
students and 44 percent of females 
graduate within that time limit. 
The new Student Right-to-Know 
Act also requires a six-year limit to 
base its study, which does not 
include time spent on missions. 

Therefore, BYU’s statistics 
appear even lower in that report. 
In fact, the University’s graduation 
rate drops to 24 percent for men 
and 41 percent for women, accord- 
ing to the report released by Brent 
Harker, associate director of Public 
Communications. 

The Right-to-Know Act went into 
effect July 1. It requires universi- 
ties across the nation to disclose 
their graduation and crime rates. 
Graduation rates are compiled 
based on the percentage of stu- 
dents who are able to graduate 
with a bachelor’s degree within six 
years. 

In the past, BYU has released 
graduation statistics that are low 
compared to other universities 
across the nation because they did 
not reflect the time the majority of 


Ginsburg gives support 
to abortion rights

WASHINGTON — Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg firmly stated her sup- 
port of abortion rights in 
response to senators’ queries 
Wednesday, but she refused to 
give her views on the death 
penalty. Her Supreme Court con- 
firmation hearing began to take 
on an air of inevitability. 

In her second day before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
Ginsburg described with care the 
conciliatory style she said she 
would bring to the nation’s high- 
est court. She only hinted how 
that might affect the issues of the 
day. 

Ginsburg endorsed the concept 
of a constitutional right to priva- 
cy, the foundation of the 
Supreme Court’s decision in/Roc 
vs. Wade. Putting it in personal 
terms, she said the government 
must “have a good reason,” such 
as the possibility that harm was 
being done to others, to intrude 
on “the decisions that affect my 
life’s course.” 


She was not asked directly how 
she would apply that principle to 
the right to abortion, which the 
Supreme Court based on the pri- 
vacy right. ; 

Later, she discussed her writ- 
ings that the right to abortion 
can also be rooted in the 
Constitution’s guarantee of equal 
protection. 

“This is something central to a 
woman’s life, her dignity,” she 
said. “It’s a decision that she 
must make for herself. And when 
government controls that deci- 
sion for her, she’s being treated 
as less than an adult fully 
responsible for her own choices.” 

Whatever her personal bias, she 
said she would make her 
Supreme Court decisions based 
on the law, precedent and discus- 
sion with her colleagues in which 
she would urge a consensus 
rather than a split decision on 
any given issue. 

Sometimes, she said, “I’m going 
to squelch my view” and go along.

Hiker’s body still missing in canyon 

ZION NATIONAL PARK — Recovery teams on Wednesday began fol- 

owing the route of an ill-fated hiking expedition through Kolob Canyon 
n hopes of finding the body of one of the party’s leaders. 
Two of three men leading a church scouting group died July 14 when 
they became trapped in whirlpools in the runoff-swollen Kolob Creek. 
One man and five youths were trapped in the canyon for five days before 
being rescued. 

The body of Kim Ellis, 37, was recovered Tuesday. But searchers still 
were uncertain of the whereabouts of Dave Fleisher, 27, who died within 
an hour of Ellis on July 14, the first day of the group’s planned 23-mile 

hike. 

Survivors were Ellis’ 14-year-old son Shane, Mark Brewer, 35; Chris 
Stevens, 15; Mike Perkins, 17; Josh Nay, 16; and Rick Larson, 16. 


Japanese wary of old-guard politics 


TOKYO — Anticipating the resignation of Prime Minister Kiichi 
Miyazawa after his party’s historic election setback, a former foreign 
minister and longtime party official offered himself Wednesday as a suc- 
cessor. 

But the old-guard ties that brought Michio Watanabe to political 
prominence could also work against him amid the strong demand for 
change carried by Sunday’s ballot. 

The governing Liberal Democratic Party — which lost control of parlia- 
ment’s lower house for the first time since 1955 — is under pressure to 
pick a reform-minded prime minister candidate who could attract sup- 
port from opposition parties. 

That could mean trouble for Watanabe and other established political 
figures who are known for their skill at back-room dealing — not their 
zeal in tackling corruption — which runs deep in Japanese politics. 


Guards mistaken for targets, killed 


FORT HOOD, Texas — Three Texas National Guardsmen, réportedly 
mistaken for pop-up targets, were shot to death by fellow soldiers 
Wednesday during a night vision training exercise. 

“They were hit by fire from other soldiers,” said Lt. Col. Ed 
Komandosky, a spokesman at Guard headquarters in Austin. 

Spe. Daniel F. Benitez, 27, of Donna; Spc. Jose C. Ramos Jr., 42, of 
Weslaco; and Sgt. Raul Cardenas, 27, of. Weslaco were pronounced dead 
at Darnall Army Community Hospital in Killeen. 

They were outside their Bradley armored vehicles on a range at Fort 
Hood near Killeen, Komandosky said. He said he didn’t know why they 
were not in their vehicle. 

The three were hit by fire from a gun mounted on a Bradley vehicle, 
| said Maj. Ken Roberts, another Army spokesman. WFAA-TV in Dallas 
| quoted sources as saying the men apparently were mistaken for pop-up 
| targets by guardsmen in another Bradley armored vehicle. Roberts 
| declined to comment on that report. 

The deaths were being investigated by Army and National Guard 
authorities, Komandosky said, adding that a safety team from the U.S. 
| Army Safety Center in Fort Rucker, Ala. was on its way to assist.

Democrats 
consider 
Merrill Cook

SALT LAKE CITY — State 
Democratic Party leaders are 
mulling the possibility that 
Independent Merrill Cook may 
switch party affiliations to run 
against Sen. Orrin Hatch, R- 
Utah, next year. 

But Cook says that though 
he appreciates Democrats who 
appear to want him to join 
their fold, he hasn’t given 
much thought to challenging 
Hatch, who will seek a fourth 
six-year term. 

Two dozen Democratic Party 
leaders met with newly elected 
state chairman Dave Jones on 
Saturday, and one of the top- 
ics discussed was Cook, who 
fled the Republican Party in 
1988 over that party’s 
endorsement of former Gov. 
Norm Bangerter’s tax increas- 
es. Cook ran as an indepen- 
dent for governor in 1988 and 
again in 1992. 

Cook finished third in 1988 
but got 21 percent of the vote. 
He then formed his own party, 
the Independent Party of 
Utah, made up of Utahns dis- 
satisfied with both 
Republicans and Democrats. 

Running under the 


Independent Party banner, 


Cook finished second in the 
1992 governor’s race with 34 
percent of the vote. 

“lve had some luncheon 
meetings with some 
Democrats earlier this year 
but haven’t given this much 
thought recently,” Cook said. 

“I do believe strongly in term 
limitation, and I think there 
needs to be a change in that 
office (the U.S. Senate seat up 
in 1994). But Orrin Hatch 
would be very difficult to 
beat,” he said. 

“Tt is nice that some people 
would like me in their party,” 
Cook said. “I haven’t felt very 
welcome in the Republican 
Party the past five years.” 

But the new Democratic 
Party leader isn’t convinced 
Cook is the best candidate for 
them. 

“So far, (Cook joining the 
party) has not seriously been 
considered,” said Jones. “He 
would first and foremost have 
to convince us that he stands 
for Democratic principles — 
and he’d have to tell (rank- 
and-file Democrats) why he 
embraces those principles. 

“But he does bring positive 
things — he commands a siz- 
able vote.”

There are approximately 5,988 two-parent families 
in Utah County who cannot earn enough to support 


themselves. 


This is part of the information released by the 
United Way of Utah County, in a study which was 


completed in June. 


Job-related issues, housing, health care and dysfunc- 
tional families are four of the major issues determined 


by the survey. 


In 1988, there were more single female households 
in Utah County than now, said Bill Hulterstrom, 
United Way director. In 1992, the two-parent families 
make up the majority of families in poverty. 

“Tt isn’t that the female households are not there, it’s 
just that the families have increased,” he said. 

Resources in the community are less for two-parent 
families than for single parents, said Myla Dutton, 
Community Action Agency director. Aid is usually tar-

Some BYU track and field ath- 
letes have found that a visa is only 
one of the requirements to become 
All-Americans. 

Since 1991 five foreign track ath- 
letes have been selected as All- 
Americans while competing at 
BYU. : 

Anna Mosdell from Richmond, 
B.C., Canada, was the back-to-back 
NCAA champion discus thrower 
and received two All-America 
awards for 1991 and 1992. 

Mosdell came to BYU for basket- 
ball, but chose track instead. 

“Athletes are looked upon with 
respect here in the states,” Mosdell 
said. “To win the NCAA is a big 
deal—even the Canadian Nationals 
don’t compare.” 

Mosdell added that athletes from 
Canada compete in the United 
States because Canadian colleges 
do not give full-ride scholarships. 

“(Playing in the United States) 
gives you a lot more opportunities 
to compete and travel,” Mosdell 
said. 

Women’s track coach Craig Poole 
said he trys to recruit athletes in 
the order of LDS, local, national 
and international. 


It doesn’t.matter where they are 
from, we recruit talent, he added. 

To learn about international ath- 
letes Poole subscribes to different 
periodicals that publish informa- 
tion about athletes all over the 
world. 

Oluyemi Kayode of Nigeria, who 
received four All-America awards 
during his four years at BYU, said 
his reason for coming was to con- 
centrate on running and to leave 
the distraction of friends and fami- 
ly at home. 5 

Kayode is in Amsterdam, 
Netherlands, training for the 
World Championships August 13- 
22. He said all 10 members of his 
national team compete for college 
teams in the United States. 

Nigerian colleges offer athletic 
programs, but the competition and 
experience in the United States is 
much better, he added. 

Kayode was a silver medalist for 
the Nigerian team at the 1992 
Summer Olympics at Barcelona, 
Spain in the 4 X 100 relay.

Drugs can be tested on young women 


In their report in the New 
England Journal of Medicine, 
Ruth Merkatz, primary author of 
the new rules at the FDA, and 
others from the FDA listed three 
reasons for lifting the prohibi- 
tion: 

— Information about sex differ- 
ences spotted in early phases of 
testing will guide researchers as 
they design large-scale tests to 
judge how new medicines should 
be given to women. 

— Restriction on young women 
“implies a lack of respect for 
their autonomy and decision- 
making capacity.” They should 
be able to make up their own 
minds about the risks. For 
instance, drugs could be admin- 
istered immediately after a 
women’s menstrual period. 

— New medicines can be given 
in ways that minimize the risks. 

Sex differences in hormones, 
body size and fat composition 
influence the way some medi- 
cines work. 

Five years ago, the FDA recom- 
mended that drug companies 
analyze the results of drug stud- 
ies to check for these differences. 
A recent FDA review found that 
drug companies checked safety 
differences in two-thirds of stud- 
ies and effectiveness differences 
in half of them.

More rain set back cleanup and 
recovery efforts Wednesday in 
parts of the Midwest, and the eco- 
nomic ripples lapped far from the 
flood zone. 

“We’ve already seen ships leave 
the West Coast without the grain 
they’re supposed to have,” U.S. 
Transportation Secretary Federico 
Pena said as he examined flood 
damage along the Mississippi in 
Keokuk, Iowa. 

Also affected, he said, was the 
auto industry’s so-called just-in- 
time delivery system, which puts 
parts at factories within hours of 
when they’ll be assembled into 
cars. 

Officials could not guess when 
barge traffic would return to nor- 
mal on the Mississippi River, but 
Pena promised that local officials 
straining to maintain soggy flood 
barriers would be consulted. Barge 
wakes, he noted, “will further 
weaken levees that are very sensi- 
tive right now.” 

More residents evacuated homes 
in Kansas and Missouri. 

Along the River Des Peres in 
south St. Louis, where a levee 
break buckled streets and forced 
many from homes, brothers Tim 
and Chris Lynch, 10 and 12, fished 
from their back porch. 

“It stinks,” said Oliver Eperhardt 
of St. Louis, as ne picked up 
belongings at his mother’s evacuat- 
ed house, where dead fish, sewage 
and debris mixed in the floodwater. 

Some 2,000 householders in the

Manhattan, Kan., area were urged 
to get out because of water releases 
from swollen lakes and reservoirs 
uvstream. Officials pleaded for 
sandbaggers to come out in the 
rain Wednesday. 

Farther -west, rising creeks 
prompted evacuations in small 
towns. About 300 people in Munjor, 
Kan., were advised to leave 
Wednesday after 4 inches of rain 
fell. Some 400 people evacuated 
from Wamego, Kan.., officials said. 

Waters receded after flash floods 
spilled through Deadwood, S.D., in 
the Black Hills, far to the west of 
the areas battered earlier in heavy 
flooding. 

“It rained super hard. The street 
looked like a river was running 
down it,” said Albert Williamson, a 
cashier at a convenience store near 
Deadwood Creek.

ed six-axis positioning platform 
located in Maryland to create 
360-degree images. 

Gregory C. Jensen, an assistant 
professor of mechanical engineer- 
ing, is also researching a revolu- 
tionary manufacturing process. 
He is refining a method for cut- 
ting manufacturing dies that 
vould completely eliminate 
grooves left by the cutting tool. 

Dies produced by current meth- 
ods must be hand-ground to elim- 
inate these grooves. Grinding, he 
says, takes up about 50 percent 
ot the manufacturing time of a 

ie. 

“Some dies in the automotive 
industry can take a year to per- 
fect and cost a million dollars,” 
Jensen said. 

“With this method, we can cut 
production time and cost literally 
in half.” 

Jensen said he created the new 
method by replacing rough linear 
mathematical cutting instruc- 
tions with commands that follow 


the curvature of an object’s sur- 
face. 

Eric Mulkay, a graduate stu- 
dent in mechanical engineering, 
is working to refine a method of 
linking computer-aided design 
techniques with mathematical 
testing formulas. Cox pioneered 
the method in 1991. 

“We came up with a way to 
associate with geometric pieces 
the equations that reflect their 
material behavior,” Cox said. 

Cox uses the example of a 
bumper design to explain his 
method. Designers assemble sev- 
eral geometric shapes on their 
computer screen to create a 
bumper. 

Mathematical formulas are 
then calculated to test the design 
for qualities such as stress and 
structural soundness. Often, the 
designers learn from these tests 
that they must make a design 
change in the bumper. 

After they change their design, 
the formulas must be completely 
recalculated.

Defense Department to pay for master’s) «:

In an effort to cut spending, the U.S. Department of 
Defense is paying 12 students, including one from 


BYU, to pursue master’s degrees in 
business administration. 

David S. Lyons, 25, a senior major- 
ing in manufacturing engineering 
technology from Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
has been awarded a Defense 
Acquisition Scholarship, which 
includes tuition, books, fees, a 
$13,000-per-year stipend and a 
$1,000 yearly payment to the 
Marriott School of Management. 

The Defense Acquisition 
Scholarship Program is a contractor 
for the Defense Department. The 
scholarship program recruits and 
recommends individuals, and the 
Defense Department makes the 
final decision. 

“T think they’re trying to send a 
message ... they’re trying to fix the 
$200 screwdriver problem,” Lyons 
said about past Defense Department 
spending. 

Lyons said public outcry spurred 
the Defense Acquisition Workforce 
Improvement Act, which eventually 


led to the Defense Acquisition Scholarship. 
A spokesman for the program said the scholarship 
was started in an effort to “upgrade the acquisition 


force in the Department of Defense.” 


He explained that the acquisition force is “the people 
who do all the buying of systems ro 


Department of Defense uses.’ 


According to the Defense Acquisition Scholarship 
brochure, the purpose of the program is “to qualify 
personnel for civilian acquisition positions in the 


Department of Defense.” 


Upon receiving the scholarship, the recipients are 
required to sign an agreement saying they will work 
as full-time civilian employees in a Department of 
Defense acquisition position for one calendar year for 
each school year they received assistance. 

After receiving his M.B.A., Lyons will manage test-

U.N. leaders say warring Bosnians 
ready for marathon peace talks

GENEVA — International medi- 
ators said the top leaders of 
Bosnia’s warring ethnic factions 
agreed Wednesday to attend a new 
round of peace talks and stay until 
a settlement is reached. 

There was no immediate confir- 
mation from leaders of Bosnia’s 
Serbs, Croats and Muslims that 
they accepted the invitation to the 
Geneva talks, scheduled to begin 
Friday. 

A spokesman for the mediators — 
U.N. envoy Thorvald Stoltenberg 
and Lord Owen of the European 
Community — said Bosnia’s 
Muslim president, Alija 
Izetbegovic, agreed to meet with 
Bosnian Croat leader Mate Boban 
and Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic. 

Owen and Stoltenberg talked to 


all three leaders by telephone J

Delays 
aren’t going to help anybody.” 

The announcement came as U.N. 
officials warned of a “humanitarian 
crisis” facing Bosnian civilians cut 
off from aid by fighting and block- 
ades. Fighting also continued on 
the outskirts of Sarajevo. 

Izetbegovic boycotted recent talks 
in'which Serb and Croat leaders 
agreed to carve Bosnia into ethnic 
zones, leaving only a small portion 
for Muslims. 

Serb and Croat forces have 
increasingly tightened the vise on 
his Muslim-dominated government 
with military attacks and block- 
ades of food shipments. 


Izetbegovic’s latest plea for for- 
eign military intervention Tuesday 
drew no response. Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher ruled 
out U.S. involvement Wednesday, 
saying “some problems defy any 
simple solution.” 

Earlier Wednesday, Izetbegovic 
said he would not attend talks 
unless the Serbs stopped a major 
offensive against Bosnian govern- 
ment positions on Mount Igman on 
the outskirts of Sarajevo. The 
mountain controls the govern- 
ment’s only resupply route into the 
capital. 

Karadzic agreed to halt the 
attack, Mills said, but he did not 
know exactly when. Izetbegovic 


ordered a similar pause in govern- _ 


ment offensives at Bugojno and 
Gornji Vakuf, the spokesman said.
